The apccch ofSenator Voorhrea at 
Atlanta, in which speech he look oe- 
ciisioii to deolnro himself In favor of 
n liu'itr lor revenue wilh iiiclileiilal 
proicuiion has bruoght upon his doc- 
trine conslderable,arli^oM!B,as^ially 
from the deiijoe'rBl1o '))ren! I^e ro- 
publlriin prens ciiti ntlolM to Join iu 
ridicule of Jlr. Vourlice« for his evi- 
dent attempt to get over on that par- 
ly'a platform. Wo are surprised, 
however, 'that so able a paper as the 
Nnslivllle American should have 
allowed Itself to bn carried away In 
indorsing Senator Voorhees speech 
and pruclHimiiig that he was only 
prcachiog the doctrines that had been 
lur. yean promulgated . bf tlie live 
progressive papers of tbe sobtb. We 
do not, hnWever, suppose llmi either 
senator Vonrfaees or tbe American 
were serious in announcing that 
every Interest of ilio ruuIIi would bn 
promoted by the system of "inciden- 
tal proteeilon." -Senator Voorhees 
has' undoubtetUy made a bid to Ihe 
north for its support ot htm as a can- 
didate for president in the next doni- 
ocriVlio conveutioii, while the Ameri- 
can knowstbat #e should have abso- 
lute free trade, and haa simply talked 
abont lucldeniial protection tu pleaso 
the north, and get them to aid In 
electing a dcmocrittio president. 
That iioiirt gained the American 
wouldn't give Ihe snap of Its finger 
for what the |i«rly pledged to do In 
the campaign. It would doUbllesatr 
urge conxre«.«to declare absolute free 
trade. It does not now regard free 
trade as within the range of practical 
politics. A little more tiMn four 
years ago Ihe question af reaomplion 
waa slao being disciiasod, and ihe 
dcmncraiic party thought to resume, 
or fix nny-pnrliciilar tlino for resunip 
uoii would 1)0 disadlrous to the gov- 
ernment. Il was one of the Imprac- 
ticable things in politics. Mr. Tildcn 
himself had grave slarms. and in his 
letter of acceptaucn announced grave 
loar» Bl fixing a specified tiinn for ro- 
smiplihti. It remained for bold and 
bravo John Sherman to lake chnruo 
of Iho Iroaruro ; fix his day for re- 
sumption, and It was accomplished. 
It Is not worth while to talk about 
impracticables, the country ou^ihl to 
throw open Its ports to free tmde 
and allnw cnm^merce to flow in and 
flow out, without, in the former ease, 
being taxed to support manufactur- 
ing enterprise in this country. It 
this system of levying tariff on im- 
ported goods took the inoucy (rom 
toreigii manufacturers and producers 
It might bo Joatifiahle, but itdocs not. 
Tho conaonmrs of the articles at last 
pay tbe tariff. Tliia aystem of protec- 
tiuii which ttic govornmeiit lia» 
ilii'own around tho mauuf:ioluriii<: 
onlerpriso of the country Is unjust, in 
faot, is a species of class legislation 
which was never iiiteiided to become 
what It lu fact Is— a burden to all who 
are engaged In any other leglilmatp 
business. Tho mnnufaclurers arc 
protectwl agiiiiiBt imports of Ihe snine 
kind tVom foreign countries- which 
might compete- with them on llir 
home market. People who are inter- 
ested In agriculture and commerce 
are compelled to buy at high prices 
because of tho Inck ofcompetition 
which free liado would inoviliihly 
bring about, in Ihe formtttive period 
of our government llie idea of pro- 
leullon came'along'as ft kind ofnitf- 
lonai pride. A dispoBition to Imild 
np homo industricB, and tu rely upon 
our own resource". While at tliat 
early period such a system might 
have been beneficial, It aoou began to 
give disaalisfactlon, and the tariff 
queatiou has ptrhapi beeu the subject 
bt nioi'c Icf^lflliition than niiy other, 
i'revious to 1832 the tariff system had 
been changed about eighteen limes. 
I'liat year it came very near provok- 
ing H civil war. Since then if haa 
undergone more than twenty changes.' 
The sooner wo get rid of prolecliun 
the belter. It cost the country In the 
twelve years prior to 1877 the vast 
sum of |7,20O,OOU,00O. li'ew people 
tvho have uot talcen tbe trouble to 
Investigate this matter ot prolecliun 
begin to understaml in how mnnv 
ways it worksdelrimenial in thoi-iiun- 
Iry. The price ol alnio.st every arli- 
ole wo buy is iucreaaed by ihe polley 
of abutting out the competition to' 
other countries. Iron anil the many 
artlolet of dally use manufactured of 
iron, woulengoods, clothing, bats and 
::aps, silKii, inodii'iiieB,'wood aiid lum- 
ber ; indeed, there are but few arlleleB 
hich are not ao protected as to make 
it In tbe power ot our home mahulae- 
tnres ' tb charge their own prices. 
All this dune at the expenae ot peo- 
ple who are not engaged in manutac- 
turies. Tlie agricultural ulitsaoB indi- 
rectly snppoi-l liie manufacturers, and 
it Is it shame that our government has 
not Inn^ followed 'the example oi 
England in the line of free irade. It 
has been raid, and Is doubllosB a fact, 
that if protection had never existed, 
either here or elsewhere, and a man 
were to begin In this day of wealth 
and civilixation to preaeh ancli a doc- 
trine as prbieotlon, be would hnrdly 
obtain a dozen followers. We do 
not believe that even thcmsiinfac- 
tnrera would undertake to sustain 
him. It ia one of the abuaes that has 
conle down from another period, a.id 
it roast, and will, in time, bo shaken 
off. The msnqfaeturlng class claim 
protection as a sort of veslod right, 
which will not be yielded witlioutop- 
toosilion. Like slavery ,it was wrong, 
b«t lb* sontk^ people 9 Wised slavea 
add tliay were not willing to abolish 
sn inatilulion which waa in Itsell 
wrong because the properly was 
vested In them. Slavery was an 
abnse not to be lolornlod. It in gone, 
and tho system of protection should 
follow it. Free trade, should espec- 
ially be the object of the soaih,'bni 
we t)elievo that the south In fact tlie 
wholo cmiftlry would be beiuliiicd 
by it. Let the marls ol trade bn 
opened to the world, let other coun- 
tries import their snrplns, and load 
tbclr ships with tbe surplus prodnctB 
of this. The theme Is a fruitful one, 
and we arc so well convinced thot 
free trade ivould ho beneflcial, that 
we shall hnvo frequent pcoasinn in 
fnlnrelodiacuai this matterr.— Mash' 
ville World.

When postal cards were first issued, 
about six years ago, thoir novblty pro 
yoked anme fanit-tindiiig, and they 
wore m«ide fnn of aa ••stingy," "shab 
by ," "unsafe," etc. But tbey were 
cheap, knd tto eritics aoou followoil 
the example oftbe iMmple. Now (as 
an exchange remarks ) tho postal card 
has only two eueiuieH — the man win 
receives duns on it and the maunf.ict 
uies of .writing-paper. 

The little postal cause' a decrease 
of Irotu twelve to liltceii million dollni s 
every year in the busiuobs ol the writ- 
ing pap-r trades in this country. 

Postal cards are made at llolyokc, 
aud forty men are continually oiiiploy- 
eil at their maunfaclnre. The card- 
board is furnished in packagesjof three 
thousand each, and every sheet ia made 
into forty postals. Three presses an' 
kept going night and day. A machine 
slits the sheets into strius of ton 
cards each, ami tliono in turn are cnt 
into single cards, and dumped in piles 
of t\veuty-fi*e eaoh, when they arc 
packed, by girls, in pastoboard boxes 
coutniuing five hundred cards. A 
UoverDment officer iB constantly ou 
hand to bcc that no pilfering of card 
is done.
